It is easily ECrapeil off 
and its reappearance prevented by a tliiu 
wish of liuie, or the application of strong 
soip suds, by a proper pruning, and by Int. 
parting vigor to the trees by good culture. 
Now is a good time to scrape aud wash. 


FEBTILIZERS.—We must 
umlersluml ol 


the outset that potash, phosphoric acid and 
nitrogen are plant food, nnd it it waltera 
little whether we get the first twrj from 
wood ashes or from 
EODIO other source ; 


whether we get nitrogen from nitrate of 
coda, blood or meit scraps, prorided we 
do not "pay too dear for the whistle." 
There are many viho if tno fertilizers were 
before them, would unhesitatingly choose 
the one that 
"smelled thn most," as if 


"smell11 were plant food. 
This doeg not 


•ffprdthe slightest clue to the worth of the 
article. Tbe purchaser should 
know tho 


commercial value of the ingredients, and 
then by knowing whnt nry given fertilizer 
conlaius ha can buy safely. 
Knowing tbe 


commercial price of ths threo ingredients 
we can readily tell whether we aro paying 
more or less than its real market value. If 
you get nitrogen Jor less than 'JO cents per 
pound, phosphoiiJ acid, soluble, for less 
than 12 cents 
end 
potash 
for 
less 


than C cents, you need not fear to purchase. 
It may pay to purchaso at a higher rate, 
but it need not bo done aa you can, get it 
much less if yon will look well to il. 


Isnux Cons.—The depression in busi- 


ness, and the low prices at which farm pro- 
dues is now selling, carry an important les- 
son, which every farmer should heed, so far 
M possible, lo make the farm self-sustain- 
ing. 
Raise such crops us are required for 


consumption in the household anil on the 
farm. 
What matters it that Western corn 


may Le bought at silly cents per bushel if 
the farmer hfts n't the cash to pay for II ? 
Tbe experience of the past- year has demon- 
strated, on many of our Eastern farms 
throughout New England and New York, 
that Indian corn is B most desirable and re- 
munerative crop, both as to the result in 
grain and in the important addition to tbe 
fodder supply 


It is gratifying to learn from many sec-
